Christ's day.

Resolved, 2d, .That we as messengers from the various churches 
ask our churches to consider the demand of this work on us in its 
effort to equip our ministry for their life work in the Master's name, 
and that we contribute of our means to the support of this work. 

Resolved, 3d, That we will ask our churches to do what they 
can to help pay the debt of Howard College, sending the money 
promptly to our Secretary, Brother J. A. Bell, to be forwarded to 
Brother P. T. Hale, Birmingham, Ala., President Board of Trustees. 



REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

Dear Brethren — We as constituents of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, are urged to contribute to the support of the Home Mis- 
sion Work, both in prayer and money. 

Surelv we should heed the call with prayerful hearts and open 
hands; for in Alabama's own soil, the home board first rooted itself; 
here amidst the warm rays of a genial sun it grew and flourished, and 
here it has been watered by the tears and sacrifices of God's people, 
until now it is bearing much fruit. 

The report of the Home Mission Board at the last session of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, sets forth such an array of facts as to 
establish beyond question the success of the work. The Home Mis- 
sion Work is that which the Home Board is doing within the bounds 
of the Southern Baptist Convention. This board was first located at 
Marion, Ala., but is now removed to Atlanta, Ga. Dr. J. B. Haw- 
thorne is President, and Dr. I. T. Tichenor Corresponding Secretary. 
As the years go by, this board enlarges its work. By reference to 
the report on Home Missions at the last session of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, you will gather the following facts : During the last 
conventional year the board had 411 missionaries employed ; baptized 
5617; received by letter 6672; total received, 13295; Sunday-schools 
organized, 372 ; churches constituted, 207; houses of worship built, 
92; houses of worship improved, 146; amounts expended on houses 
of worship, $86,209. Together with many tracts and bibles distrib- 
uted among the people, and many religious visits by these men of 
God, the effect of which will never be known till God shall call his 
laborers home to rest. 

Just here it becomes us to acknowledge, thankfully, the untold 
aid of our Southern women in this great work, for the past few years. 
Boxes sent to frontier missionaries during the past year, amounted 
to $21,475, and 224 families were thus assisted. These boxes of cloth- 
ing, prepared by .Christian hands and sent to the humble, needy 
homes of the Christian sentinels, who hold aloof His banner in a far off 
field, have caused many a heart to well up to God in gratitude; and, 
besides this, these Godly women have raised $56,342 in money for 
Home and Foreign Missions. My brethren, the work of the Home 
Board is appalling; there is an alarming amount of ignorance among 
our white population of the South, among the ministry as well as 
others, and it is sad to note that Alabama is next to zero in the scale of 
education ; further, there are in Alabama more than 1200 ordained 
ministers among us, not more than one-fourth of whom are educated. 
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Now it is impossible that these men of God go to the Howard or Sem- 
inary. Then what is to be done ? Shall the people grope in the dark- 
ness for the want of leaders? We answer, no. There is help at the 
very door for these preachers if they will iccept the offered aid, I 
allude to the "Institute Work," which is endorsed as a part of our 
work. All of our preachers ought, by all means, take the correspon- 
dence course as taught by Dr. G. S. Anderson — also, attend his insti- 
tutes held throughout the State. Our churches should encourage 
their pastors in becoming more efficient in the great work to which 
the Lord has called them. Help your preachers and they in turn will 
help the churches. This, it seems to your committee, is a very im- 
portant part of our home work. We recommend that all of our 
churches take collections for this work annually. 

Dear brethren of the Carey Association, let us rise to the mag- 
nitude of our dutv in this great\vork, remembering the words of the 
Lord Jesus that" "It is more blessed to give than to receive," and 
again, "beginning at Jerusalem, ye shall be witnesses unto me in Sa- 
maria, Judea, and to the uttermost part of the earth." Again it is 
written, "there is that scattereth and yet increaseth, and there is that 
withholdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.

REPORT ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

Your committee on the Orphans' Home of our denomination in 
this State, respectfully submit the following: 

Realizing the sublime privilege bequeathed to the followers of 
the Cross by our ascended Lord in caring for the helpless, the widow, 
the orphan, this committee would say they have earnestly and prayer- 
fully considered the subject committed to them, and herewith sub- 
mit such information on this vital question as they have been able to 
gather. In the report made by the committee at the last Association 
we were informed when the Baptists of the State created the Home 
for the benefit of the unfortunate children of our denomination, where 
it was located, what it cost, how much was then due on the Home 
and how many children had been received up to that date. The com- 
mittee is glad to report that the Home is now paid for, that it is the 
property of the Baptists of the State, and while its plan is new, it is 
better than that of many. It has as bright prospects as the best had 
at the same age; while there is much needed improvements in the 
buildings, we should feel justly proud of the Home. Twelve chil- 
dren have been received into the Home since the last report; a total 
number of 60 since it was created. At present there is in the Home 
35 children. It will now comfortably entertain only 40; to add 4 bed 
rooms, dining room, kitchen, lairhdry and sick room, which are very 
much needed, it would accommodate 60. As to the needed- improve- 
ments, let us say with our voice and our money, let the neeessary im- 
provements be made at once. The obligation and the opportunity of 
doing the work is ours. Let us honor our Lord and his church by 
meeting theobligation lovingly, fully, and promptly. Let us remem- 
ber the children, brethren, both in our prayers and contributions 
that we may please the Great Master who hath said : "He that giveth 
to the poor lendeth to the Lord, and hath declared that he will be a 
father to the fatherless," The current expenses of the Home for the 
present year has been near $2500 00, and the committee is compelled 
to say that our contributions for the last few months have not been 
sufficient to sustain the Home. Until 1893, strange to say, our denom- 
ination in this State had no orphanage. Our contributions were given 
to the orphanages of other Christians, and our orphans were cared for 
by them. Now that we have a Home for our destitute orphans we 
should esteem it a privilege and a pleasure to equip it to meet' the 
purposes for which it was created. Have the Baptists done their duty ? 
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Try it by the life and rule of Christ. Have we visited these helpless 
children when they were sick? When our tables were groaning with 
abundance, did we feed them when they were htfhgry ? Have we ever 
administered to their heart hunger? Have we tried to see that they 
did not wear old, worn faces while the roses of childhood should have 
been flashing from their young cheeks? Let us not only see that they 
have the wherewithal to be fed and clothed, but let us so provide, so 
equip and pray for the Home and the children that they may live, and 
as we would have them to live.

i. This Associ: tion shall meet annually as an advisory council, 
and shall he compos- d of messengers chosen by the churches of this 
union, and all regul rly ordained ministers of our faith and order 
within the bounds < f the body. 

2. Eachchurc.i shall be entitled to two messengers, irrespec- 
tive of numbers, a d one for every additional fifty thereafter over 
fifty. 

3. The messengers and ministers thus convened shall be de- 
nominated the Cak v Baptist Association. 

4. This Associ ition shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who shall 
he chosen by the n embers present at each session, and shall be of the 
body, holding thei offices until the next election. The Clerk" shall 
also be Treasurer < f the Association. 

5. The churches of this union shall express in their letters the 
names of their mes engers and their postoffices, Sabbath of meeting, 
amount of contrib itions, number baptized, received by letter, res- 
tored to fellowship, dismissed, excommunicated and dead since the 
last session of this association. 

6. No act of i lie Association shall be binding on the churches, 
but it shall be its duty to give advice in matters of difficulty and en- 
deavor to preserve the union of the churches. 

7. If any churches desire to be admitted into this union they 
shall petition by letter and messengers, and upon examination, if 
found orthodox ad orderly, shall be received by the Association. 

8. Any chun h may withdraw from this Association at discre- 
tion, or, on appli ition, may obtain a letter of dismission. 

9. This Ass* iation shall use her own discretion as respects the 
cause of missions. leaving the churches and members to exercise their 
own opinion in s' h cases. 

10. If any c arch in this union shall become offended with a 
sister church in y >int of faith or practice, it shall be the duty of the 
aggrieved churc? o endeavor to reclaim the church thus offending, 
and if satisfactioi cannot be obtained the aggrieved church shall then 
call in the aid of >ne or two other churches to act with the first two 
assisting church s ; and it shall be the duty of the churches thus 
called, to investigate and decide upon the matter of dealing and to 
report the same to the Association ; and if the said accused church be 
guilty as charged, the Associatoin shall withdraw from her. 

11. This A— ociation may correspond with other Associations 
and Conventions of the same faith and order, and withdraw her cor- 
respondence at discretion. 

12. Amendments to this Constitution may be made by two- 
thirds of the mei ibers in session.
